The ^aper on "Thoughts Upon Greece 


as Seen by Ourselves," read by Mrs. W. 
T. Weiis, who with her husband and a 
touring party, visited the Holy Land a 
year ago, was a composition timely and 
instructive. It treated of the peculiarities 
of tbe country and people, the city of 
Athens, the Altec plain, the Acropolis, 
the Illisus, the Marathon races, the Greek 
church, and various points of absorbing 
interest to the American tourist. This 
synopsis of tbe paper is given : 


Mrs. Wells eald that she was oonscioui 


that the entire world was now talking of 
Greece, and seated that In no place In Eu- 
rope visited were the impress! JDS so vivid 
as were those made on her mind in 
Greece. She said that perhaps this wa« 
partly dne to tbe fact that she and her 
husband came into the country from tbe 
accursed land of the Turk, where the 
blight of neglect and poverty marked ev- 
ery spot. 
Their last port before Plraeu* 


was Smyrna with the ruins of Ephesus. 
Here the onoa temple of Diana was invad- 
ed by grazing cattle. 
When her party en- 


tered the Piraeus It was an April morning' 
but the weather was more like that of our 
June. After landing, the party wai 
driven to Athens a distance of live miles, 
the road running along tbe long wall, 
and the drive being shaded by beautiful 
poplars. Once outside tbe Piraeus the 
party entered upon the Attic plaid and In 
a little while the Acropolis was In sight 
There was a long, gentle sloping load, 
ending abruptly In a crown of ro.k.which 
supported the Parthenon, the Propylea 
and tbe Erectheum. This rook seemed to 
be held In place by the walls of ancient 
ruins whioh are guarded wtih jealous 
eyes by the Greek government. One half 
mile to the north of the Acropolis lies the 
new city of Athens, nentling under Mr. 
Hymettus, from the summit of which 
Pentelllous can be seen looking quite near 
but In reality ten miles away. Half way 
between Hymettus and the Acropolis Is 
the Stadion, built on the ruins of the old 
stadium. \o description written or spok- 
en has ever done credit to the natural per- 
fection of the Stadion. The front of the 
arena is perfect level opening toward the 
city, with the Acropolis in line of vision 
on tbe left and Hymettus on tbe right. 
The scats are on three sides of the hills, 
which tower high above nnd accommo- 
date thousands who can look upon the 
game». Athens Is entirely modern. 
The 


streets are very wide and paved with 
marble. The booses are built upon the 
street and are of stone and marble. They 
are not palatial but classical. The one 
disagreeable feature is the line marble 
dust blown by the wind which risen every 
day at about 10 o'clock. At tbe time of

Wells' visit the national games wero 


in progress and tho city was in holiday 
attire. 
The effect was that of a master 


hand carrying out one general plan. To 
thp left of their hotel was the king's pal- 


ace, 
with Its plain facade and long slop-

on April 30tb. S. M. Inglli, State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, calls 
attention to this'.historical utatemont: 


The origin of Arbor Dai IB attributed 


to the Mate of Nebraska. But in an old 
Swim chronicle it is :e!ated that away 
back In the flfth century the people of a 
little Swiss town called Brugg assembled 
ID council and resolved to plnnl a forest 
of oak tree* on the common. The first 
rainy day thereafter the citizens began J 
their 
work. They dog boles in the 


ground with canes and sticks, and drop- 
ped an acorn Into each hole, tramping 
the dirt over them. Upward of twelve 
sacks were sown in this way.and after the 
work was done each citizen received a 
wbeatenroll M a reward. "Great oaks 
from little acorns grow," It is said, bat 
for some reason the work was all in vain, 
for the seeds never came up. Perhaps 
the acorns wrre laid too deep, or it might 
have been the tramping of w many feet 
had packed the earth too firmly. What- 
ever the cause the acorns refused^to 
sprout, and the townspeople sowed the 
•ame ground with rye and oats, and after 
the harvest they tried the acorn planting 
again—this time rn 
another'way—by 


plowing the soil and sowing the acorn* 
in the farrows. But again the "great 
oaks" refnued to grow; grass came up 
Instead, and the people were disappoint- 
ed. But an oak'grove they were deter- 
mined to have, so after the second failure 
a few vise men put their heads together, 
and decided to gain tie desired result by 
transplanting. A day was appointed In 
October, and the whole community, men, 
women and children, marched to the 
woods, dag up an oak sapling, and trans- 
planted It on the cimmon. At the close 
of the exercises each girl and boy was 
presented with a roll, and In the evening 
the growB people ba<' » merry feast in the 
town ball. This time the trees grew. 
The people of Brugg were pleased and 
satisfied, and instituted the day of tree 
planting as a yearly holiday. Every year 
as the day cante around the children 
formed In line and marched to the oak 
grove, bringing back twigs ,or switches, 
thus proving that the oaks were thriving, 
and every year at the close of the parade 
the ro'l* were distributed to be eaten in 
remembrance of the day. This festival 
still exists and is known as'' The Switch 
Parade." Our Arbor Day is only an old 
custom revived.

Bloomington Pantagrapb: That there 


la a lack of good servant girls in Bloom- 
ington, as well as nearly everywhere else 
in the United States, is a fact that is well 
known to every housekeeper In the length 
and breadth thereof. There are good girls, 
who can cook and attend to their domestic 
dntles. but they are scarce, and the hard 
times has not increased their number as 
might be expected. The average f Ameri- 
can girl regards the art of boroemaking as 
something beneath her dignity, although 
she is as much a servant In a store or 
shop as in a kitchen or dining room. It 
is not with these things as they should 
be, but as they are, that we have to deal. 
The avt remains, moralizing or no moral- 
izing, that capable domestics do^not one- 
fourth meet the demand, and bow to 
remedy the defect is a serious question. 
Several gentlemen and ladles In this city 
are considering a plan which will in all 
probability be tried, and that is to bring 
over a consignment of servant girls from 
Germany. Steamship rates have been 
secured with this end in view. Injtbe 
old country servant girls are paid $15 to 
J20 a year, and they attend to the work 
assigned them, too. They do not expect 
three afternoons a week out, and the head 
of the house is recognized as having some 
privilege*. At 
Christmas they receive 


presents, and occasionally are given a 
dress. 
When receptions ate given the 


guests usually give them a little com In 
the way of a ''tip." In this country the 
wages of a domestic range all the way 
from 12 to 16 a week. The girls will not 
be bro ught over on contract, but will be 
found places as soon as they arrive.

Is believed that there is 110 other way ol 
solving the hired girl problem.

Tbe board will award to 
tbe farmer showing at tbe state fair tbe 
best and largest yield of corn from one 
acre of ground a cash prize of $100 and a, 
fine track scale, valued at more than tbe 
cash prize. 
Tbe second pr«iclu>u will be 


f 100 in cash and tbe third premium will 
be $£,0 In cash. 
The board will make 


proper conditions to govern tbe railing 
and measurement of tbe crop, fa si to 
Inpuro fair comretltion and it Is expected 
that great interest will be taken in the 
offer by the agricultural classes. 


Persons making entries 
will be re- 


quired to exhibit one barrel of ear corn, 
which shall be gathered tbe week pre- 
vious to tbe fair. 


The corn exhibited will become tbe 


property of the state board of agriculture 
ut tbe close of the.fair, after which it will 
be distributed to farmers throughout tbe 
state for seeding purposes. 


Tbe ground must be measured and the 


corn weighed by the member of tbe board 
of supervisors 
from 
the township In 


which tbe exhibitor lives. 


Each application for entry must be ac- 


companied by a 
statement giving the 


total number of pounds of corn produced 
on one acre of measured ground, tha 
variety of corn planted, tbe manner of 
cultivation and tbe date of planting and 
Katb«ring. 
The 
statement 
must be 


sworn and subscribed to before a notary 
public. 


Exhibitors intending to compete must 


notify the secretary on or before tbe 1st 
of July, giving tbe name of tbe railroad 
station nearest to the growing corn.

EUECTRIC RAT-KILLING. 


The Mj-BterlM of 
tbe Current T»« 


Mm-li for the rtodenti. 


Electricity is really becoming' a ion 


useful thing in its waj. The electrical 
supply bouse in Kansas City is usintf it 
to kill its rats. The basement of the 
bouse is infested with rodents, which 
have little respect for property and eat 
the insulating material oil' ^\ ires and 
the fatty substances about the electric- 
al machines for dessert. At this elec- 
trical establ.shment it takes 
35,000 


ohms of electricity and at least three 
men to dispatch a rat. This is the man- 
ner of the death: \\ht-n a cellar rat is 
caug-ht by the pans iu a steel trap tbe 
trap is brought upstairs, carefully car- 
ried by the chain at .inn's length, for a 
cellar rat will light and its bite is un- 
i\holesome. The electrician then comes 
forward with a magnetic bell machine, 
a sort of young dynamo, vuth a resist- 
ance of "!3,000 olims. To the machine 
."re attached two long insulated v*ires. 


The rat is laid on an iron plate. A 


mac takes one w ire and applies the uu- 
coiered end to the iron plate. The man 
\\ho is looking after the rat takes the 
other •nire and pokes the rat \\ith the 
bare end of it. The rat resents this, of 
eonrse- and bites ^it the \v ire. The man 
nrth the machine grinds industriouslj 
until the bell rin?s. « hich it does « hen 
a resistance of 35.000 ohms is reached 
The exHsperated rat bites at the \\ire, 
and, <joiel«— ilian you pan say "Jack 
Itobinson," he is dead. But his taking 
<iff lias amounted almost to a function 


They also have an electrical method 


of catching rats in the eleetrichn's cel- 
lar. A large, square plate of iron is 
placed on tic floor, and aboi e it another 
plate, not so large, and separated from 
the other at the distance of an inch or 
so by porcelain insulators. To each 
piate is attache*] a v> ire connected w ith 
a dynamo having a 1,000-voIt alternat- 
ing current. On the upper iron plate 
is scattered a seductive luncheon of ba- 
con rincis. old eheesp and tallow. The 
mouths of tlie rats down in the deepest 
holes begin to water «lien the odor of 
the feast reaches them and they come 
flocking to it.

It is acknowledged that all, even the 


deaf and dumb, haie a vestige of audi- 
tive power. Sound, which is a tem- 
porary phenomenon, had first to be 
registered to be studied. This has been 
accomplished by the phonograph. In 
order to amplify these 
registered 


sounds that they may be jjerceptible to 
the very deaf, M. Dussaud, the Snihs 
philanthropist, professor of applied 
physics at the University of Geneva, and 
deputy to the confederation, has in- 
vented the microphonograph, whioh 
may be called the fiist sound micro- 
scope, or first pair of glasses for deaf 
ears.

OPPOSED TO'"PACING. 


lt» Abolition In Open Competition Ad- 


vocated br a. Racer. 


William Randall, a Jtochester racing 


man, says: "Put me down in favor of 
abolishing single and multi-pacing in 
open competition. 
The existence of 


such pacing is a manifest injustice to 
men weighing more than 175 pounds. 
The result of a race is prejudiced before 
the crack of a starter's pistol. Examine 
the records of ganger and myself in un- 
paced heats and finals, and note the dif- 
ference in the positions we occupied 
at the finish. Oftentimes the last eighth 
of a heat would be run in faster time 
than the corresponding eighth of the 
final, and still, when we figured in first 
and second place in the heat, the final 
would frequently see us unplaced. 
There is no reason that can be advanced 
which will justify this constant handi- 
capping of large men from eight to ten 
lengths at the time of entering the 
homestretch. I favor dividing the men 
into two classes—one. two, three—lim- 
iting the number of men in finals and 
putting- the power of changing men 
from one class to another in the hands 
of an official handicapper, who should 
be kept constantly on the circuit in 
company with the treu, and by BO doing 
become thoroughly familiar with the 
speed cjiial'ties and form of each of the 
men under lik super\ :&!on. Such racing, 
1 think, would make racing more popu- 
lar, as the programmes would always 
show conclusively to the spectators 
what they « ere getting- for their money, 
and no raoe meet promoter could foist 
second-class talent upon tihe public, 
thereby deceiving-them and disparaging 
the ability of first-class men." 


Te.t for Bicycle Wheel.. 


An apparatus for testing the durabili- 


ty of bicycle wheels, described in Dbl- 
and's 
Wcchcnsehrift, consists of a 


frame receiving the bicycling wheels 
and weights corresponding (o the aver- 
age v> eight of a r:der. The wheel to 
be tested rests with its tire on a large 
pulley rotated by machinery, and the 
pulley has on its rim a series of projec- 
tions of inrious widths and heights.
